Fortu nately most of the threshing was 
finished in northern Ru sh cou nty else 
the wheat shock s wou ld hav e been 
badly damaged. 
The lightning was most intense at

Two horses were consu med 
in the flames along with a nu mber of

Ind ianapolis, Ju ly 28 ,—A large nu m­ 
ber of sold iers of Ind iana will attend 
the grand encampment of the Grand 
Army of the Repu blic to be held at 
Chattanooga, Tenn., between Sept. 15 
and 20, to u rge the election of Orland o 
A. Somers of Kokomo as command er 
in chief. 
Mr. Somers is a past com­ 
mand er of the d epartment of Ind iana. 
The Ind iana d epartment, with a 
membership of more than 13,000, has 
had only one command er in chief d u r­ 
ing the thirty -nine y ears’ ex istence of 
the national organization, and this is 
being strongly u rged as a reason for 
Mr. Somers’s election. Letters in the 
interest of Mr. Somers’s cand id acy are 
being sent to the 332 posts in Ind iana 
and to the sev eral hu nd red d elegates 
of the v ariou s states to the national 
encampment. 
The letters, which also 
bear a likeness of the Ind iana cand i­ 
d ate, are signed by Daniel W. Com­ 
stock of Richmond , d epartment com­ 
mand er, and Colonel J. R. Fesler of 
Ind ianapolis, assistant ad ju tant gen­ 
eral. 
An ord er telling of the plans for the 
trip to Chattanooga is also being sent 
to the Ind iana posts. 
Thirty -six Ind i­ 
ana organizations, regiments and bat­ 
teries participated in the engagements 
fou ght near Chattanooga, and for this 
reason it is ex pected that the attend ­ 
ance of Ind iana sold iers at the nation­ 
al 
encampment 
will 
be 
u nu su ally 
large. This will be the first time that 
the national G. A. R. encampment has 
been held so far sou th. 
Most of the 
Ind iana sold iers who attend the en­ 
campment will make sid e trips to the 
sev eral battlefield s su rrou nd ing Chat­ 
tanooga. 
The fiftieth anniv ersary of 
the battle of Chickamau ga will be ob­ 
serv ed Sept. 20.

Ossining, N. Y., Ju ly 28 .—When 
Ward en Clancy lets ou t of their cells 
the 25 0 men who hav e been impris­ 
oned for fiv e d ay s and nights, what will 
happen, is the qu estion ev ery bod y in 
Ossining is pu tting tod ay . 
A gill of 
water and six slices of bread , repre­ 
senting three meals a d ay , is their 
fare, and it is figu red that when they 
are finally released the spirit of rev olt 
will be all gone ou t of them. 
Popu lar opinion in Ossining cred its 
an official in the prison, an enemy of 
Gov ernor Su lzer and , secretly , of War­ 
d en Clancy , with being the d irector of 
the conv icts’ rev olt. 
This man is a 
friend of ex -Ward en Kenned y , who 
was ind icted and remov ed . 
Howev er 
this may be, the conv icts themselv es 
are terribly in earnest in their rev olt. 
They say they are pu tting u p their 
fight against a jail that 
is making 
them worse men. 
As one of the fel­ 
lows freed recently said : 
“If the peo­ 
ple of the whole state only cou ld see 
what they are d oing to the poor gu y s 
in there they wou ld u nd erstand the 
trou ble.” 
j 
Two sticks of d y namite were fou nd 
in the prison last night. The d y namite 
I was fou nd in a cell occu pied by two 
men, one of whom became alarmed for 
his safety and spoke to a keeper, who 
threw the stu ff into the riv er. 


Anti-Ge rma n Fe e ling Crops Out.

The annu al meeting of the American 
Prison association will be held at In­ 
d ianapolis Oct. 11-16. 
The potato tu ber moth is working 
mu ch inju ry to the potato crops in 
California and Tex as. 
Fifteen persons were killed and for­ 
ty inju red in a railway wreck near 
Bransmingen, Denmark. 
All the Balkan belligerents hav e 
agreed to send representativ es to the 
peace conference at Bu charest.

Washington, Ju ly 28 .—If any ad d i­ 
tional ev id ence were need ed to d em­ 
onstrate- that the Mex ican situ ation is 
sad ly in need of a remed y , the ad min­ 
istration has it now in the shooting of 
Charles Dix on, United States immigra­ 
tion inspector, by fed eral sold iers at 
Ju arez. 
The 
Dix on 
shooting 
wa3 
mad e the occasion of the most v igor­ 
ou s representations y et ord ered by 
the d epartment of state. 
Asid e from 
the grav ity of the incid ent in itself, the 
wantonness and reckless d efiance of 
the United States which Inspired the 
occu rrence has prov ed to Washington 
that thé United States, its au thority 
and its representativ es are being re­ 
gard ed with contempt in Mex ico. 
Dix on was in Ju arez on official bu s­ 
iness, 
inv estigating a 
white 
slav e 
charge, when he was arrested by a 
band of fed erals, who started march­ 
ing him away from the city in the d i­ 
rection of the foothills where many 
ex ecu tions 
hav e 
occu rred . 
Dix on 
-started to ru n, and after getting half 
a block away was fired on and hit in 
the back. 
Dix on’s father liv es in 
Wharton, Tex . 
Arthu r Walker, a negro, was at the 
bottom of the arrests. 
He was being 
inv estigated by United States immi­ 
gration men, and when he saw Dix on 
in Ju arez he told a nu mber of Mex ican 
sold iers that Dix on was there with a 
bottle of chloroform to chloroform him 
and forcibly take him to El Paso. He 
is said also to hav e bou ght d rinks for 
the sold iers and then he mad e a crim­ 
inal complaint with the Ju arez au thori­ 
ties against Dix on. 
The arrest of the 
immigration 
man 
by 
the 
Mex ican 
troops followed . Ju st why they start­ 
ed marching Dix on toward the ou t­ 
skirts of the town is not u nd erstood 
u nless the Ley Fu ga trick was planned 
and they wished the prisoner to d o 
Ju st what he d id , ru n and get shot. The 
sold iers who mad e the arrest and the 
negro who cau sed the arrest hav e been 
jailed in Ju arez, accord ing to the re­ 
port to the immigration officials. 
Representations were mad 
both to 
the military au thorities at Ju arze, 
Mex ico, opposite El Paso, Tex ., and to 
the 
responsible 
au thorities 
of the 
Hu erta gov ernment in Mex ico City . 
Throu gh Consu l Ed ward s at Ju arez 
and 
Charge 
d ’Affaires 
Neloon 
O’- 
Shau ghnessy at the American embassy 
in Mex ico City , peremptory d eman .s 
were mad e for speed y reparation and 
red ress for the offense. 
Consu l Ed v /ard s has d emand ed the 
arrest and confinement of all the fed ­ 
eral officers and sold iers concerned in 
the shooting of Dix cm. 
The consu l 
also has been bu sy gathering names 
of witnesses 
to the shooting and 
seeing that these witnesses were not 
spirited away . He also d emand ed that 
permission be granted for the remov al 
of Dix on *o an El Paso hospital, which 
has been granted . 
Charge 
d ’Affaires 
O’Shanghnessy 
has been instru cted by Secretary Bry 
an to call at once on the minister of 
war in Mex ico City and d emand that 
all concerned in the shooting of Dix on 
be imnrisoned at once. 
He was ipso 
d irected to d emand that the trial of 
the offend ers proceed forthwith. 
He 
informed the minister of war of what 
the American consu l at Ju arez was 
d oing in the case and insisted that 
ev ery facility be ex tend ed to him to 
ex ped ite the apprehension and proper 
•mnishment of all concerned . It is con­ 
fid ently ex pected that the Hu erta gov ­ 
ernment will not be slow to ex press 
its ex treme regret at the occu rrence 
and to ex ped ite the pu nishment of the 
gu ilty parties. 
Thou gh the Dix on shooting wou ld 
hav e been an affair of seriou s conse­ 
qu ence at any time, it is felt that the 
u ltimate effect 
the situ ation is like­ 
ly to be increased , coming as it d oes 
at the most critical moment in Mex i­ 
can relations in the last three y ears. 
Washington feels that It is on the 
ev e of a momentou s d ecision u pon the 
part of the ad ministration in regard to 
Mex ico. 
What that d ecision will be 
nobod y seems to know, bu t that it will 
be a tu rning point in the situ ation no 
one d ou bts. Ou t of the tension of the 
last few d ay s has come u nanimity in 
regard to at least one fact in the Mex ­ 
ican trou ble, and that is that some­ 
thing mu st be d one and d one at once. 
Ev en Secretary of State Bry an, who has 
been relu ctant to ad mit the grav ity o f 
the Mex ican situ ation, now hold s this 
v iewy 
Henry Lane Wilson, ambassad or to 
Mex ico, who arriv ed here Satu rd ay , is 
In conference with the presid ent this 
afternoon.

Great interest is manifested am ng 
scientists as the result o f a published 
statement o f Pro fesso r Edwin B. Fio st, 
directo r o f the Yerkes o bserv ato ry . to 
the effect that it has been determined 
that the “ so lar co nstant” is in fa :t a 
v ariable quantity and that the eifect 
o f the change is no t appreciable o n 
earth until as lo ng .as six mo nth* tfter 
the change. 
Fo r this reaso n Pro fesso r Fro st s o f 
the o pinio n that ev entually it m s 
y be 
po ssible to determine general wei.ther 
co nditio ns that far ahead—in < tlier 
wo rds, that careful o bserv atio ns cf so ­ 
lar co nditio ns will indicate what co n­ 
ditio ns may prev ail o n the earth ater. 
In additio n to the o bserv atio ns i aade 
by Pro fesso r Fro st similar o bs « ra ­ 
tio ns hav e been made by Pro f esse r H. 
H. Kimball fo r the go v ernment a* the 
statio n o n Mo unt Weather. 
In his statement Pro fesso r Fro ct de­ 
clares that careful o bserv atio ns indi­ 
ca te that the late Pro fesso r S. P. Lang­ 
ley placed his estimate fo r the amo unt 
■o f heat abso rptio n by the earth at to o 
high a figure. 


Pro fesso r L a ngley ’s Dev ices. 
Pro fesso r 
Fro st in his statement 
co mments o n the ingenio us dev ices in­ 
v ented by Pro fesso r Langley , by which 
lie measured the sun’s heat, and o n the 
disco v eries o f C. G. Abbo tt and F. E. 
Fo wle. who fo r the past ten y ears 
liav e been co nducting their inv estiga­ 
tio ns at sea lev el and at Mo unt Whit­ 
ney (14,500 feet) and Mo unt Wilso n 
(0,000 feet), in so uthern Califo rnia. He 
go es o n to say : 
“ The mo st striking result o f these in­ 
v estigatio ns is the disco v ery by Ab­ 
bo tt and Fo wle that the ‘so lar co n­ 
sta nt’ is no t a co nstant, but a v ariable 
—in o ther wo rds, that o ur sun is a 
v ariable star, like hundreds and tho u­ 
sands o f o thers in the sky . 
“ It was nearly ten y ears ag» that 
these inv estigato rs fo und ev idence that 
the radiatio n o f the sun was no t steady 
fro m day to day . and ten y ears o f 
wo rk has been dev o ted to determining 
whether 
these 
apparent 
v ariatio ns 
were really in the sun o r dv e to er­ 
ro rs o f o bserv atio n o r to fluctuatio n in 
the abso rptio n by the earth's atmo ­ 
sphere. 
They no w feel jus\ ified in 
sta ting that these fluctuatio ns ire real 
and are in the sun itself, amo unting 
to 5 per cent o r mo re in a per o d o f a 
week o r ten day s. 
“ Observ atio ns fo r sun spo ts hav e 
no w been made lo ng eno ugh so that 
we kno w that they are mo re nuo rero us 
ev ery elev en y ears, slo wly declining 
fro m a max imum number to a mini­ 
mum number abo ut sev en y ears later 
and then rising again to a max imum 
abo ut fo ur y ears after the minimum. 


Impo rta nce o f the Disco v ery . 
“ The impo rtance o f this disco v ery o f 
the v ariatio n in the sun’s heat is pro b­ 
ably o bv io us to the reader. 
The in­ 
habitants o f the earth are entirely de­ 
pendent fo r their ex istence upo n the 
results o f agricultural wo rk, and no th­ 
ing is mo re certain than that the ra­ 
diatio n fro m the sun lies at the basis 
o f the principal weather elements in 
the earth’s atmo sphere. 
-It sho uld no t be inferred that a 
sudden startling change in the sun’s 
radiatio n pro duces an immediate effect 
in the terrestrial temperatures. 
The 
earth’s atmo sphere takes 
up these 
changes and gradually co mmunicates 
them to the earth’s surface. Ho w so o n 
and to what degree remain to be in­ 
v estigated. 
“ Co ntinuo us 
study , 
ex tended 
per­ 
haps o v er many y ears, will be iequired 
to determine if these change; in ra­ 
diatio n can be predicted in adv ance 
and if the laws can be determined 
which go v ern them. 
It is ev idently a 
mo st practical pro blem, to uching the 
interests o f ev ery inhabitant o f the 
earth.”

Aaro n Do ughty , a farmer o f Harps- 
well 
Center, 
lo wer Casco 
bay . 
in 
Maine, believ es he has so lv ed the pro b 
lem o f keeping the cro ws o ut o f his 
co rnfields. 
The co rn that gro ws in 
that v icinity attains unusual size and 
sweetness. The farmers get big prices 
fo r their pro duct and are o bliged to 
wage co ntinual warfare against the 
cro ws. 
The latter are unusually bo ld 
this y ear and seem to hav e little feai 
o f dead members o f their kind swung 
fro m bean po les o r fro m o ther scare 
cro w’s o f time ho no red ty pe. 
Driv en to desperate measures, Mr 
Do ughty bo ught a parro t and fo r a 
mo nth dev o ted himself to teaching tin 
bird to chase cro ws aw’ay fro m his 
co rnfields. 
Ev ery time he saw a cro w 
he wo uld start running to ward it, wav 
ing bisrfarms and lo udly sho uting “ Get 
o ut, get o ut!” 
Po ll was an interested o bserv er and 
in no time was screeching, “ Get o ut 
get o ut!” 
Wfien the bird had learned that t!>* 
farm was his ho me Mr. Do ughty ex 
perimented in giv ing Po ll his libo rt, 
when he chased cro ws. 
As he ho ped 
the imitativ e parro t flew after him 
rauco usly cry ing its warning. 
It went 
ev en further. 
Mr. Do ughty had no t ex pected the 
bird wo uld do any thing but fly to ward 
the field, thus frightening the cro ws 
away 
with 
his 
my sterio us 
human 
so unding wo rds. But Po ll entered into 
the spirit o f the thing in a way that ex ­ 
ceeded all ex jrectatio ns. 
He no t o nly 
flew to the co rnfield, but kept right o n 
after the retreating cro ws, chasing 
them so metimes a quarter o f a mile 
befo re returning to the cage. 
Po ll de­ 
v elo ped a particular hatred fo r the 
cro v / family . 
One o f Po ll’s fav o rite tricks is to 
walk slo wly thro ugh the grass until 
nearly in the midst o f a flo ck. Po ll 
certainly giv es the cro ws a sho ck when 
he jumps into the air after them, 
his brilliant plumage shining in the 
sun, shrilly shrieking “ Get o ut. get 
o ut!” 
The cro ws are deserting Mr. Do ugh­ 
ty ’s fields fo r tho se o f o ther farmers 
where the wo rst they hav e to co ntend 
with is so me effigy o f a tramp they 
kno w by instinct to be harmless o r, in 
rare instances, a barefo o ted co untry 
bo y w ith a rusty sho tgun. 
Meantime farmers fro m near and 
far are flo cking to the Do ughty farm 
to watch Po ll do his stunt.

¡heir furs has attracted a great deal o f 
ittentio u. 
Public interest has been 
iro used 
by the remarkable 
results 
ichiev ed in this industry in the east­ 
ern part o f Canada. The prices repo rt­ 
ed to hav e been paid fo r silv er fo x es, 
o lack fo x es and o ther v aluable v arie- 
:ies are almo st fabulo us. The demand 
Co r fo x es by breeders has been so 
?reatly In ex cess o f the supply that 
iv e fo x es o f the desired v arieties 
Driug many times the amo unt which 
zo uld be secured fo r their pelts. 
While the breeding o f fo x es in Alas­ 
ka has attracted but little public at­ 
tentio n, the business has been go ing 
du fo r a number o f y ears, and the re­ 
quests made to the department o f co m­ 
merce fo r permits to take wild sto ck 
Co r the purpo se o f do mesticatio n hav e 
been steadily increasing. 
On the Pri- 
bilo f islands the practice o f taking the 
arctic blue fo x has been pursued fo r 
many y ears. 
In 19 12 the sale in Lo n- 
lo n o f the 39 1 blue and white fo x 
skins taken o n tho se Islands during 
the w’inter o f 19 10-11 netted the United 
States 
go v ernment 
$15,09 0.58 . 
The 
Lo ndo n sale in 19 13 o f the 413 skins 
taken in the winter o f 19 11-12 netted 
the go v ernment $20,505.17 . 
At this 
sale o ne lo t o f twrenty -eight skins was 
so ld fo r $3,07 5, o r mo re than $131 i>er 
skin. 
It is thus seen that the blue 
fo x es in the go v ernment herds o n the 
Pribilo f islands pro duce ex ceptio nally 
fine pelts and are therefo re v ery de­ 
sirable breeding sto ck. 
The secretary 
o f co mmerce will undertake to furnish, 
under co mpetitiv e bids, liv e blue fo x es 
fro m the Pribilo f islands to tho se who 
lesire cho ice breeding sto ck. 


Impro v e by Breeding. 
There is little do ubt that the v ari­ 
o us species and v arieties o f fo x es can 
be impro v ed by the applicatio n o f 
metho ds o f animal breeding used by up 
to date breeders o f liv e sto ck. 
The co mmissio ner o f fisheries in his 
annual repo rt to the secretary o f co m­ 
merce and labo r fo r the fiscal y ear 19 12 
in speaking o f the special effo rts being 
made to impro v e the sto ck o f fo x es o n 
the Pribilo f islands and the metho ds 
o f handling the herds states: 
“ The results o f ex periments in feed­ 
ing and selectiv e breeding that are no w 
in pro gress giv e reaso n to believ e that 
the o utput can be greatly increased 
and the quality o f the fur enhanced.” 
Acco rding to o ur present kno wledge 
there are two principal gro ups o f fo x es 
nativ e to Alaska that hav e been han­ 
dled wdth success o n fo x farms. 
One 
o f these is the species kno wn as the 
arctic blue fo x , which is indigeno us to 
the no rthern po rtio ns o f Alaska. 
It is 
believ ed that it was no t fo und o n the 
Pribilo f islands at the time o f their 
disco v ery In 17 87 . but that it w*ns tak­ 
en to tho se islands subsequently . 
It. 
is also reared o n fo x ranches o n v ari­ 
o us islands o n the co ast o f Alaska. 
So me indiv iduals o f this species hav e 
nearly white fur and are! kno wn as 
white fo x es. 
The fur o f a white fo x 
is much less v aluable than that fro m 
the blue members o f the species. 
Fo r 
this reaso n it is go o d business to elim­ 
inate fro m a herd o f blue fo x es all in­ 
div iduals which sho w’ a tendency to ­ 
ward the white fo x v ariety . 


Red F o x es a nd Others. 
The o ther is a gro up o f species 
kno w’ll co llectiv ely as red fo x es, the 
v ario us species being fo und distribut­ 
ed thro ugho ut the no rthern po rtio ns o f 
the United States and in Canada and 
Alaska. 
Silv er gray fo x es, cro ss fo x es 
and black fo x es are co nsidered as in­ 
div idual v ariatio ns o f the red fo x . Ex ­ 
periments which hav e been made in­ 
dicate. ho wev er, that pure strains o f 
these v arieties may be o btained by se­ 
lectiv e breeding

AT S2ABUSHEL 


Odd Bou n ty Ofiered Brin gs a 


Spesdy Respon se. 


BUSINESS MEN BUY THEM. 


One Fa rmer o f Ma co upin Co unty , III., 
W rites, 
Asking 
W hether 
Future 
Shipm ents Sha ll Be Made by Him In 
Bo x es, Sa cks o r Ba rrels— P ests Are 
W hea t Fed and Pedigreed. 


Farmers in Maco upin co unty , 111., 
hav e been making a pro fit o ut o f a 
pest by taking adv antage o f o ne o f 
the strangest “ bo unty ” o ffers ev er 
made. 
There hav e at different times been 
bo unties fo r wo lfs’ heads, fo x tails, 
minks, prairie do gs, cro ws, sparro ws, 
grassho ppers and rattlesnakes. 
But 
newer and stranger than any o f these 
is the chinch bug bo unty . 
The chinch*bug, as ev ery agricultur­ 
ist kno ws, is a little insect that sw’o o ps 
do wn o n gro wing wdieat and co rn fields 
and destro y s cro ps. 
Maco upin co unty business men o r­ 
ganized a co mmittee which o ffered $2 
a bushel fo r all chinch bugs sent in by 
farmers to the co mmittee headquar­ 
ters at Carlinv ille. 
Co lo nel Ike Snedeker o f J ersey v ille, 
who with his bro ther, Dr. Frank S. 
Snedeker, o wns a big farm at Plain- 
v iew. 111., was the first to claim the 
bo unty . 


Strikes Him Humo ro usly . 
The Snedeker bro thers’ first co nsign­ 
ment o f chinch bugs was acco mpanied 
by the fo llo wing letter to R. E. Chiles, 
chairman o f the co mmittee: 
“ Yo urself and co mmittee o f pro gres­ 
siv e citizens are to be co ngratulated 
in y o ur effo rt to make war o n the 
chinch bug. 
Yo ur o ffer to pay $2 a 
bushel is v ery liberal. 
We accept it 
and hav e begun shipments. 
“ No t kno wing just what y o u might 
call a bushel, we tho ught that thirty - 
two full quarts might be satisfacto ry , 
and started to gather the bugs o ut o f 
ten ho les o n o ne side o f twenty acres, 
where the bugs were co ming o ut o f tjie 
w’heat 
We so o n had the thirty -two 
quarts, and twenty -three quarts addi­ 
tio nal, which w’e also put in fo r go o d 
measure. 
We tho ught we wo uld clean 
o ut the ten ho les while at IL 
This is 
the midday catch, and the bugs do no t 
run as fast then as later In the ev en­ 
ing, say alo ng abo ut 5 o r G o ’clo ck. 
“ We tri^l no t to bruise any —just 
dipped them up and lo wered them into 
a sack. 
We hav e been burning them 
o y t with a blo w to rch, but y o ur star­ 
tling o ffer has turned us to shame, 
and w’e blush to lo o k a bug in the face 
when we think hagv v ery cruel w’e 
hav e been to his many clo se relativ es. 
We want y o u pleased with this first 
shipment. 


Gua ra ntees the Bugs. 
“ Thcsse especial bugs are no t nativ es 
with us. 
Last y ear all o n o ur place

killed.

ker o r accepto r o n depo sit, it mu st 
pay the o blig atio n o n demand at ma­ 
tu rity unless it has specific instru c­ 
tio ns fro m the maker o r accepto r to 
withho ld pay ment.

Scientists Say Fly Costs Us 


Over $100,000,000 a Year. 


DISEASE FOLLOWS THE PEST 


Methods of Ex terminating Deadly In­ 
sect Are Bringing Satisfactory Re­ 
sults In Nearly Ev ery City — Minne­ 
sota State Entomologist’s Report a 
Model For All to Follow. 


Fig ured out in money , to say noth­ 
ing of the loss in human life, the cost 
to the United States annually of sup ­ 
p orting its fly p op ulation amounts to 
$157 .8 00,000, say g ov ernment ex p erts 
who hav e been makjng a study of the 
results of the g erm sp reading activ i­ 
ties of the insects. 
It is estimated that the fly is re­ 
sp onsible for au ex p enditure of $50,- 
000.000 for the handling of tubercu­ 
losis 
cases, 
attributable 
to 
g erms 
sp read by the p ests, while $7 0,000,000 
rep resents the cost of ty p hoid fev er 
cases, orig inating in the same way . 
As a carrier of intestinal fev er and 
summer comp laint diseases and a trans­ 
p orting ag ency of dy sentery the fly , 
s c ie n tis ts say , must be charg ed with 
an ex jienditure of $37 ,200,000 for the 
care of these diseases. 
The statistics and the realization 
that thousands of human lives are be­ 
ing sacrificed annually 
because no 
method has been dev ised for abolish­ 
ing the fly ex p lain why health officials 
g enerally and the health dep artments 
of p ractically ev ery municip ality this 
summer are making activ e efforts to 
arouse citizens to the imp ortance of 
keep ing the p ests away from their 
food sup p lies and p laces of habitation. 


Results A re Gratify ing.

Other Precautionary Measures. 
Other p recautions sug g ested by the 
Minnesota official 
and indorsed by 
health authorities ev ery wliere are the 
following : 
“Do not Luild a stable near dwelling 
house; arrang e for p romp t remov al of 
stable manure from y our v icinity and 
keep manure cov ered and in dark until 
remov ed. 
Keep y our p remises clean, 
as free as p ossible from filth of all 
kinds, slop water, g arbag e and refuse 
heap s. 
If y our neig hbor allows such 
nuisances up on his own p remises com­ 
p lain of him to y our board of health. 
“A safe and effectiv e p oison is made 
by adding three teasp oonfuls of forma­ 
lin in a p int of half milk and half wa­ 
ter. 
This is p articularly useful where 
flies do not 
hav e access to other 
sources of moisture. 
It should be kep t 
out of the reacli of children and mig ht 
be p laced in a Mason fruit jar inv ert­ 
ed in a shallow dish and so arrang ed 
as to feed the liquid into the dish as 
fast as needed, or it mig ht be p oured 
into an op en dish and p laced near the 
sink or wherev er flies g ather. 
Other 
sources of moisture should be kep t 
away from them.”

28.—Ralph 
W. 
Moss, Indiana representative, has re­ 
turned from an important mission 
abroad, which k ept him away from the 
capital thirteen week s. 
He was here 
but a few hours, departing almost at 
once for his home in Indiana. 
Representative Moss went to Europe 
at the head of a commission to study 
the agricultural sy stems of the leading 
countries with a view to devising some 
plan that will mak e money cheaper 
and more easily available for the agri­ 
cultural class in the United Sattes. to 
the end that agriculture may be devel­ 
oped along broad, scientific lines. 
The other members of the commis­ 
sion were Dr. Keny on L. Butterfield of 
Massachusetts, C. J. Ow’ens of Wash­ 
ington, Dr. John I^ee Coulter of the 
census bureau and Colonel Harvey 
Jordan of Atlanta, 
Mr. Moss returned convinced that 
the rebuilding of agriculture in the 
United States is more vital than the 
army and navy to the country , and he 
has distinct ideas as to how it may be 
done. 
He found that Germany , with 
a soil that by nature is much more 
sterile than that of the United States, 
raises an average of forty to sixty 
bushels of wheat per acre. 
Some of 
the things that must be done in the 
United States. Mr. Moss say s, are to 
restore the fertility of the soil, con 
struct better roads, improve the q uali­ 
ty of live stock , adopt better methods 
of tillage, largely increase the number 
of cattle and other live stock , intro­ 
duce a higher standard of agricultural 
education, and last, but by no means 
least, put into force reforms that will 
enable farmers to get money on con­ 
venient terms and at lower rates of 
Interest than now prevail. 
As acting chairman of the commis­ 
sion Mr. Moss will at once begin pre­ 
paring his report to congress. 


RENEWED TENSION EXISTS 


Situation in the Copper Region Is Far 
From Serene. 
Calumet, Mich., July 28. — Renewred 
tension exists in the Michigan copper 
district as a result of the parade and 
mass meeting of 5,000 strik ing miners 
Sunday . 
The parade and mass meet­ 
ing were orderly and no attempts w*ere 
made by the troops to interfere. 
The Western Federation officials ad­ 
dressed the gathering, assailing Gov 
ernor Ferris for sending troops and 
predicting he would go down in history 
with Governor Peabody of'CoIorado.

New York , July 28.—The long talk ed 
of strik e of the conductors and train- 
ment of forty-iive eastern railroads for 
higher wages and improved work ing 
conditions will not be called. Articles 
of agreement to arbitrate under the 
Newlands act the q uestions at issue 
have been signed by the employ ers’ 
representatives and the conference 
committee of railroad managers. 
The peaceful outcome of the dispute 
was the result of efforts made by the 
board of mediation and conciliation re­ 
cently created in the hurriedly passed 
Newdands act to meet the situation. 
The board, consisting of Judge Wil­ 
liam Lea Chambers, Judge Martin A. 
Knapp and G. W. W. Hangar brought 
about the agreement after conferences 
with the disputants which continued 
more than a week . 
With the elimination of the eight 
grievances for which the railroads de­ 
sired consideration, the articles of ar­ 
bitration comprise, without alteration, 
the sixteen original demands present­ 
ed by the conductors and trainmen. 
The only point gained by the railroads 
was a provision that the award of the 
board of arbitration, to be later con­ 
stituted of six members, shall tak e ef­ 
fect Oct. 1 next instead of May 1 last, 
the date req uested by the employ es. 
The articles were signed on behalf 
of the men by W. G. Lee, president of 
the Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen, 
| and A. B. Garretson. president of the 


j Order of Railway Conductors; and for 
j the railroads by Elisha Lee, chairman 
! of the conference committee of rail- 
i road managers.

Fast Train Crashed Into Wreck age of 
Two Freights. ' 
Easton, Pa.. July 28.—One dead, 
several injured and the Lehigh Valley 
main line piled with the wreck age of 
two freight trains and a fast passen­ 
ger train, is the result of a double 
wreck wljich occurred at Slatington. 
Two freight trains collided rear end. 
The caboose and several cars of the 
first freight were demolished, k illing 
the conductor, who was caught in the 
caboose, and battering the engine of 
the second freight. 
The wreck ed and derailed freight 
cars and the engine were thrown on 
the westbound passenger track s just 
as a fast passenger was due. The pas­ 
senger train, running at the rate of 
fifty miles an hour, crashed into the 
mass of wreck age and contributed an 
engine and three coaches to the mass. 


COMBINED FORCES BEATEN 


Three Divisions of Mexican Rebels De­ 


feated by Federals. 
Mexico City, July 28.—The combined 
rebel forces of Generals Elizende, Gar­ 
cia and Sanchez, 2,500 men in all, were 
badly defeated in a battle in the north 
by 11,000 federals under command of 
Lieutenant Colonel Ramirez. The fed­ 
erals used their artillery to good effect. 
The rebels had no cannon. The rebels 
lost more than 200 in k illed and 300 
were tak en prisoners.

i Japanese are q uartered 
throughout 
' Mexico and that 20,000 of theifi are in 
and about Mexico City in position to 
be concentrated within three day s for 
any enterprise which may seem desir­ 
able to the Japanese ministry at the 
Mexican capital. There are 5,000 Jap­ 
anese in Mexico City proper, 5,000 
more in the outly ing suburbs of the 
federal district, and 10,000 in towms, 
cotton mills and haciendas of easy ac­ 
cess to the capital by rail, with 80,000 
in the interior and in towms along the 
Pacific coast. 
The information is that all are en­ 
gaged in menial employ ments and that 
when dressed as the usual Mexican 
peon, they are not at once distinguish­ 
ed from the natives with w’hom they 
mingle. 
The section through which 
the easily available 20,000 are scat­ 
tered carries a normal population of 
2,000,000, largely peons.
